BRYAN THE PRINCIPAL ORATOR. 


He Rruiipd to S^v^ral Points Made by 
President M cKinley, In 
Hi» Letter of 


A cceptance — R eferred 
to the Staud 
Taken by Mayor J ones. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 14.—The 
Ohio 
Democrats opened their campaign here 
with a meeting at Goodale Park and 
one later at the Goodale Auditorium. 
W illiam J . Bryan made speeches 
at 
both meetings, and there w as a large 
attendance of Dem ocratic leaders from 
all parts of the state. Previous to the 
first meeting Mr. Bryan w as tendered 
a reception at the Great Southern ho­ 
tel. and in* was escorted to the park 
by a number of state marching clubs, 
including the Duckworth club, of Cin- 
cinnati. 
Col. J am es Kilbourn. a prominent 
manufacturer, presided at the meeting, 
tnd introduced 
the 
candidate. 
Mr 
Bryan said in part: 
“ Measured by the 
principles 
for 
which the party stands, there is every 
reason why the people of this state 
should support our ticket, and if any 
feel like being restrained by a matter 
of state pride you should remember 
that you have had presidents enough 
for this state to 
satisfy 
reasonable 
pride, nnd then one 
term 
is 
long 
enough if a man does w hat he ought 
to. and If he does not. it is too long. 
“ W hile we have Colonel Kilbourne, 
a representative of the business inter­ 
ests, as a presiding officer, and whose 
business is sufficiently large to make 
him a representative of the larger in­ 
terests. I found as I approached the 
state that we also have the support of 
n man in this state, above all other men, 
who sticks for the laboring interest of 
the state. Mayor J ones, 
of Toledo. 
(Great applause and cheers). There is 
no man in this state who stands nearer 
to the laboring man than Mayor J ones. 
He does not support the ticket because 
he advocates everything that I do: nor 
because 1 advocate everything that he 
does. He believes that tlie success of 
the Democratic party or of the princi­ 
ples of this campaign will do more for 
the laboring man than can be done by 
the success of the Republican party and 
its principles In this state. 
“ I do not know whether Mayor J ones 
agrees with me on the silver question 
or not. 
T do not know whether he is an 
advocate of the gold standard or not.

W ell, my friends, 
that Is too high a compliment to pay 
that one part of that one tribe. 
To 
say that a small fraction of people 
over there could keep In subjection all 
the rest of the people and then keep 
an army of 115.000 American soldiers 
at bay. too. Is saying too much. Now 
Isn’t it strange that if a majority of 
the people in the 
Philippine 
islands 
wanted our rule, isn’t it strange that 
they have not helped us? ”

He gave especial' at­ 
tention to the charge that ho was re­ 
sponsible for the ratification of the 
ponce trentv and said he was willing to 
assume that responsibility, but asked: 
•*Is it possible that with a Republi­

The Trenton True American has the 
following in regard to the pottery sit­ 
uation in that city: 
It is now two months since th ^ kiln- 
men accepted the new pottery scale 
and informed the manufacturers of the 
fact, by submitting to them resolutions 
in which were set forth a demand to 
let the executive board of the Broth­ 
erhood of Operative Potters enter the 
plants and measure kilns. 
At a meeting of the manufacturers 
these resolutions were submitted 
to 
the committee on labor. 
No action was taken on them, as sev­ 
eral of the members of the 
board 
were out of the city on their summer 
vacations. 
The absent members of the hoard 
are now here and have failed to get 
together, and, judging from the way 
things look, the Pittsburg scale will 
never be enforced among the potters 
in this city: 
A prominent potter and 
until re­ 
cently an officer of the Brotherhood, in 
au 
interview 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
said: 
“The principal reason for the com­ 
mittee on labor not getting together 
to take action on the kilnmen’s reso­ 
lutions is 
that nearly one-fourth of 
the manufacturers in this city are not 
in favor of the Pittsburg 
scale, 
al­ 
though they adopted it at the Pitts­ 
burg convention. 
“The reason they give for the delay 
is that we have not lived up to our 
agreement In assuring them that the 
scale would be 
enforced among 
all 
the general ware potteries in 
this 
city. 
"It is true that we have made such 
an agreement, but we cannot enforce 
a scale on a branch of the trade over 
witch we have no jurisdiction. 
“The opinion of many of the Broth­ 
erhood officers is that the scale will 
not ne enforced in this city.” 
The alleged dissatisfaction in 
the 
ranks of the manufacturers was dee­ 
med by William Burgess, of the Inter­ 
national pottery, last evening. 
In the course of the con ven tion Mr. 
Burgess said: 
“The report that a num ber of the 
manufacturers are dissatisfied 
with 
the new scale is a rank falsehood. 
“The Brotherhood are at present 
wondering why the committee on labor 
does not get together. 
“Tell me what they will get together 
for. 
“At the Pittsburg convention we ac­ 
cepted the scale just as the Brother­ 
hood did. 
“When that scale was accep ted

was by the combined potters in this 
city. 
“Since that time the Jiggermen have 
rebelled.

There were over 40,000 deaths in 
Ohio last year. On an estimate of 4,- 
000.000 as the population of the state, 
there is a death rate of but I 
p e r ! 
cent. 
The vital and nosological sta- j 
tistics as completed by Secretary of j 
State Kinney show the deaths for the 
past year to have been as follows: 
Waite, male, 17,242; 
female, 
14,- 
547; colored, male, 412; female, 362, 
and sex unknown, 29, making a total 
in the 
state for the 
year of 32,592, 
and the previous year the total was 
36,270. 
In both these years Hamilton coun­ 
ty is not reported, and Cuyahoga not 
nearly in full. 
Hamilton county had 
about 6,300 deaths last year, and the 
report in the 
statistics sent to the 
secretary of state from Cuyahoga 
is 
about 2,500 short of a fair estimate 
of deaths for that county. By adding 
these numbers to the total as shown 
by the 
report of Mr. 
Kinney 
the 
deaths for the state for 
the 
year 
would seem to be about 41,392. 
Of the 32,592 shown by the table 
the 
social relations of the deceased 
w ere: 
Single, male, 8,189; female, 6,468; 
married, male, 6,895; female, 
5,183; 
widowed, male, 2,178; female, 3,070; 
unknown, male, 390; female, 190, and 
29 sex unknown.
